Shore's 
next  contest  was  against  Shaw  in  the  North  Eastern  Sectional  Playoffs  at  Uni- 
versity School.     Shore  was  defeated  4-2. 

The  team  closed  their  season  by  downing  Euclid  Central,  7-1.
